Hydro One not premier’s to sell, NDP leader says

Sir Adam Beck, the 
founder of the Hydro-Elec¬ 
tric Power Comission of 
Ontario, must be lying face 
down in his grave. 

It was one of the most poign¬ 
ant moments of the night as 
Fort Erie resident Dave Thomas 
spoke to the crowd who had 
gathered at a town hall meeting 
hosted by NDP leader Andrea 
Horwath last Tuesday in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

It wasn’t just Thomas or 
the 100-plus other con¬ 
cerned residents in attend- 

opinions. 

Horwath opened the night 
by giving a truncated version 
of her party’s stance on the 
Hydro One sale. 

“Everyone in this province 
knows this government has 
no mandate to sell off Hydro 
One,” Horwath said to the 
vocal and rowdy crowd. 

“Kathleen Wynne stood in 
the legislature and looked 
me In the eye and said, 'No, 
we won’t sell [Hydro One],”’ 


Horwath continued. 

“Hydro One is not 
Wynne's to sell." 

Welland MPP Cindy For¬ 
ster and Niagara Falls MPP 
Wayne Gates bolstered the 
NDP representation at the 

Forster spoke of specific 
challenges that Niagara busi¬ 
nesses will face in the event 
of hydro privatization. For¬ 
ster, as an example, said that 
ASW Steel in Welland has to 
pay upwards of $50,000 dol¬ 
lars for one melt. The melts, 
where iron is melted to cre¬ 
ate steel, are now only per¬ 
formed off peak hours to 
keep operating costs 
affordable.

Tim Curtis, president of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Hydro, 
also disagrees with the sale 
of Hydro One shares. 

Curtis insists that the busi¬ 
ness of hydro distribution 
should remain local. 

"Being close to the cus¬ 
tomer is just good business,” 
Curtis said. 

Curtis emphasized his 
company’s lack of partisan¬ 
ship, but urged the audience 
to consider the implications 
of privatizing public hydro. 

“The price of electricity as 
a commodity has doubled in 
the last 10 years. Selling 
Hydro One is a distraction 
from the real problem: rising 
hydro costs.” 

Jack O’Neil of Port Col- 
borne, president of Friends 
Over 55, was the most vocal 
of all the citizens who spoke. 

O'Neil is particularly con¬ 
cerned with the safety of sen¬ 
iors who, while on fixed budg¬ 
ets, may not be able to afford 

the comingyears. 

“Seniors already feel the 
challenge of a fixed income. 
I’d like to know from Ms. 
Wynne just how many sen¬ 
iors will we find dead next 
winter” O'Neil said. 

“We’re not stupid people. 
Don’t lie to us.”

A claim alleging three 
former politicians and a 
current member of Fort 
Erie council violated the 
Municipal Conflict of 
Interest Act in 2012 has 

6 TiVWhTtfield, who 
served on council from 
2006 to 2010, alleged that 
Paul Collard, John Hill 
and Bob Steckley, who ran 
but were unsuccessful in 
last October’s election, 
and Ward 5 Coun.

According to court 
documents, Whitfield 
said he became aware of 
the alleged breach of the 
act when former Mayor 
Doug Martin contacted 
him April 9, 2013 and

What is Wynne hiding 
about Hydro sell-off? 


H ere’s what Ontario Liberal 
leader and future premier 
Dalton McGuinty had to say in 2002 
about then Progressive Conservative 
premier Ernie Eves' plan to sell 
Hydro One. 

“Ernie Eves may be poised to sell 
off Hydro One in a desperate bid to 
get cash so he can throw money at 
the electricity crisis he has created." 

McGuinty said selling pieces of 
Ontario's electricity grid would only 
result in further “price gouging.” 

Flash forward to 2015 and Premier 
Kathleen Wynne no longer wants to 
have any of her famous "conversa¬ 
tions” with the people of Ontario 
about whether it’s wise for her to sell 
off 60% of Hydro One, which con¬ 
trols 97% of Ontario’s electricity 
transmission system. 

She just wants to get it done in a 
desperate bid to throw money at what, 
we’re told by the liberals, will be 
transportation infrastructure. To do 
that, Wynne had to change the law. 

Under previous legislation, all 
money from selling Hydro One had 
to go towards retiring hydro’s $27 
billion debt. Now the Liberals will 
use only $5 billion of Hydro One’s 
projected $9 billion selling price for 
paying down debt, while the 
remaining $4 billion will go to fund 


infrastructure. 

Wynne has said she can’t guaran¬ 
tee electricity rates won't rise as a 
result of the sale. That seems obvi¬ 
ous, unless investors are content 
with Hydro One’s $700 million 
annual profits. 

Wynne never raised the idea of 
selling Hydro One —which Eves 
eventually abandoned— in last 
year’s Ontario election. 

There have been no public hear¬ 
ings on it and polls suggest most of 
the public is against the idea. 

The public has a right to full dis¬ 
closure from Wynne and the Liber¬ 
als about their plan to sell off Hydro 
One and its impacts on both taxpay¬ 
ers and electricity consumers, 
meaning everyone in the province. 

That's why we support Ontario 
Public Service Employees Union 
President Smokey Thomas’ chal¬ 
lenge to Wynne to a one-on-one 
public debate with him. 

It’s long past time all public con¬ 
cerns were put on the table, for 
example that Ontario’s eight inde¬ 
pendent officers of the legislature, 
including the auditor general and 
ombudsman, have warned they will 
lose their power to investigate Hydro 
One under Wynne's sell-off plan. 

What is it that Wynne doesn’t 
want the public to know?
